15. (amended) A method for preventing treating metastases in a mammal in need thereof 
comprising administering to the mammal an EMMPRIN antagonist in an amount 
effective pr e vent treat metastases in said mammal. 

16. (amended) A method of any of claims 1, [2,] or 13, 1 4 , or 15 wherein the 
EMMPRIN antagoni s t monoclonal antibody or fragment thereof is administered in 
combination with a second anti -angiogenic agent. 

17. (previously submitted). A method of claim 16 where the second anti-angiogenic 
agent is aMab capable of specifically binding the adhesion molecules containing 
alphaV.
